Amend claims 1, 3-11 and 21-25 to read as follows: 



1 . (Amended) A conductive transparent layer system with two oxide layers and a silver 
layer interposed therebetween on a substrate, characterized in that with a surface resistivity R. 
of less than 2.9 sq , the mean Haacke quality factor (O tc = T 10 /^) of the layer system for the 
wavelengths 435, 545 and 610 nm is greater than 0.085 1 . 



3. (Amended) The layer system according to claim 3, characterized in that the layer 
system is less than 100 nm thick, with the silver layer being less than 20 nm thick, and the two 
oxide layers being less than 50 nm thick.
